vacancy caused by the resigns 
thin of Francis Manto by ate* 
votes to eight over James Wyh- 
no. Neah* then asked Borough 
Solicitor Edwin Pipkin to Bod 
out if ho. as mayor, had the 
right lo veto the appointment 
Has Vote Rights 
He has since found out teat he 
does have tee right to use the 
veto. and told the Courier Times 
that ho intends to do ao. He will 
write to the borough secretary 
announcing his detested. The veto 
can only be overruled if the op* 


wins a two-thirds ma­ 
jority, ho said. 
Tho reason for this decision. 
Nellis said, is that fallow Demo­ 
crat Nicoletti was proposed by a 
councilman from tea sixth ward. 
Alfred Cordisco, not one from the 
fifth and also that Nicoletti had 
already been rejected by the elec­ 
torate. 
•This is a fifth ward matter. 
and should bt settled by them 
alone. We are supporting a man 
from the flite ward, who was 
proposed by a fifth ward council* 


man. and has the support of tee 
Democratic committee. ’ he said. 
Ha was referring to Whyno. who 
was RMteMlad by Councilman 
Dante! DiMktia 
Nicoletti. who served for four 
years, was defeated last year 
by Miaao • the mao whose re­ 
cent resignation has caused the 
vacancy. 
Whyno is a foreman for the 
state highway department, and 
was formerly president of the 
United Auto Workers Union Local 
at Hunter Engineering Ox 


The mayor * decision to be<o 
the appointment of Nicoletti was 
described by Cordisco as “ridi­ 
culous.** 
’Th# only reason why he is go­ 
ing to use it is because tie knows 
he can control (he Whyno veto, 
and he can’t control the borough.” 
he told the Courier-Times 
Forty Heads 
Cordisco claimed that Nealis 
did not really have any say in 
whether to appoint Whyno or Ni­ 
coletti, because he was himself 
controlled by the party heads. 


"Because many of them are 
state employes, and because they 
hope for better positions in the 
future. Cordisco said, "many of 
the Democrat* who supported 
Whyno on Monday are unable to 
fulfill their obligations as coun­ 
cilmen.

“They can’t express their own 
minds,” he said. 
"Have lf” 
To get tee necessary two-thirds 
majority needed to overrule the 
veto, 
the prthNieofetti 
group, 
would have to win the support of 


several councilmen who voted 
for Whyno on Monday. 
"We know we have IO, but 
whether the two councilmen from 
the fifth ward win go along with 
such a ridiculous action on the 
part cd the mayor is for them to 
decide.” said Cordisco.

Remo Girotti and Daniel DiMi* 
dio, as "fine outstanding coun­ 
cilmen”.

IXJNDON (UPL -P rim e Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan's sweeping 
reorganization of hts cabinet was 
seen by political experts today as 
a drastic move to bolster the Con­ 
servative party's faltering for­ 
tunes at the polls. 
Most British newspapers, pol iii 
cal observers and private com­ 
ments from back bench Conserve 
live 
members 
of 
Parliament 
agreed that the top-level changes 
announced Friday night strength, 
ened Macmillan's hand for the 
general election he must call be 
fore October, 1954, when his par 
ty’s mandate ends. 
They said he had promoted the 
party's best brains .md dropped 
those members whose ideas had 
failed to win the favor of British 
voters. 
Observers said Macmillan obvi 
ously took the step in an effort to 
combat the developing popular im 
age of his cabinet as one of tired 
ness. This image has been tran­ 
slated into increasing by - election 
defeats for the Conservatives. 
Ask General Election 
Both Labor party leader Hugh 
Gaitskell and Liberal party leader 
Jo Cirimond called on the whole 
cabinet to resign and clear the 
way for an immediate general 
election. 
"This is a political massacre 
which can only be interpreted as 
a gigantic admission of failure, 
Gaitskell said. 
Macmillan dismissed seven of 
his 21 cabinet ministers and pro­ 
moted Home Secretary Richard A 
Butler to deputy prime minister. 
Butler now is considered Macmil 
Ian's "crown prince" and probable 
successor as Conservative chief.

Lloyd laid night acetified id liking Saskatchewan doctor* 
of haranfdng phynciaun working under the Medicare Act 
and dinning at leant one U.S. doctor out of the province. 
The Sodalist premier, who two 
days ago said a Judicial commit­ 
tee would investigate feared har­ 
assment of medicare doctors by 
Uke Saskatchewan College of Phy­ 
sicians and Surgeons, took off the 
kid gloves and squarely accused 
the medical organization of run­ 
ning Dr. Gerhardt Beck, of Jack­ 
sonville. Fla., out of the province 
like a criminal. 
"This is the worst form of har­ 
assment," Lloyd told a news con­ 
ference a few hour* after the 53- 
year-okl Beck left for home Beck 
had worked since July I as an 
intern at a hospital in Leader and 
said he left four patients "really 
sick." 
Beck told newsmen on lug ar­ 
rival in Winnipeg. Man., that Dr 
George Peacock, college regis­ 
trar, had ordered him to leave 
Saskatchewan 
"before 
nightfall 
Thursday under threat of arrest 
for illegally practicing medicine 
in Canada." 
"The college s treatment of this 
man. who freely came to help in 
the emergency will not enhance 
Saskatchewan's reputation" Lloyd 


said. "On behalf of the people of 
Saskatchewan I apologize to Dr. 
Beck for the treatment he re­ 
ceived from the Coliege of Physi­ 
cians and Surgeons and I thank 
him for his help." he added. 


Lloyd said that "from all re­ 
ports," Beck was doing "an ex­ 
cellent Job at considerable person. 
a) and financial sacrifice." He 
said the people of leader were 
"angry and shocked" by Beck's 
departure and that nurses at the 
hospital 
"had 
wept 
when 
Dr 
Beck said goodbye." 


Beck was one of two U S. phy­ 
sicians working under the Medi 
care Act. The other American. 
Dr Harold Wise of San Francis­ 
co, still was working Friday at a 
hospital rn Prince Albert in north­ 
ern Saskatchewan.

Estes, dressed entirely in black 
except for a white shirt, looked 
dazed when his three accused con­ 
federates pleaded guilty to five 
counts of a 29-count federal indict­ 
ment before U S. Diat. Judge R 
E. Thomason. Estes said he was 
innocent of the same charges 
Heeds Creditors’ Request 
An hour later, a spokesman for 
546 creditors asked Thomason to 
declare Estes bankrupt and liqui­ 
date his assets The west Texas 
farm tycoon admits debts of $38,- 
387.935 87 He says his assets total 
$211,793,155 95 
Thomason, heeding the request 
of the creditors, immediately (te 
dared Estes bankrupt. John Gof­ 
er. Estes' attorney, served notice 
that he may appeal, and asked 
exemption of the financier's tools 
of trade, his car. and homestead 
Judge Thomason took no action on 
the request 
Under law. Estes cannot be de­ 
prived of his homestead rights.
